Numerous requests have 
recently been received at 


our local office from farmers 
and ranchers desiring advice 


on burning Coastal bermuda- 
grass. 
The most frequently asked 


question Is, "Should I bum 
my Coastal?" Many harmful 


and desirable insects are 
killed by burning. 
Burning 
under Improper atmospheric 


conditions can cause pollu­ 
tion In the lower atmos­ 


phere, especially near large 
cities which already gener­ 
ate a large amount of pollu­ 


tion. 
If hea\7 rainfall Is re­ 
ceived after burning and be­ 


fore the grass has regrown 
sufficiently, severe erosion 


can occur. This results in 


the loss of needed organic 
matter, essential mineral 
nutrients, and pollution of 


local streams, rivers and 
otlier surface waters. 
Many 


of the areas ue advise to be 
planted to Coastal are areas 
with a tiigh potential for e- 


rosion. 
Bare soil is exposed 
by Coastal burning wliich 


usually results in a weed in­ 


festation that may require 
spraying. 
Frequently these 


weeds are unpalatable, re­ 
sulting in a loss of water and 


nutrients which could have 


been utilized by the grass. 
The exposed soil surface al­ 
so Increases water loss due 
to evaporation. 
The principal !x;nefits re­ 


alized from Coastal burning 


in our area are that it facili­ 
tates rile digging of sprigs 


and removes trash wlilch im ­ 


proves planting success, 
If 
burning is done, proper con­ 


trol measures and caution 
should be used to prevent a 


wild fire. 
Coastal pastures used for 
grazing in our area should not 
be burned. 
D<ead grass on the 


surface reduces \ ater loss 
and lucreasu3 tile organic

Man killed in wiid chase Friday night

A hlgh-ipeed chase be­ 
ginning In Hondo ended In 
tragedy seven miles north 
of Sabinal Friday night when 
Nelson Harold Corder, 28, 
of Castroville died from gun­ 


shot wounds. 
An Investigation headed 
by Texas Ranger Juaquln 
Jackson of Uvalde listed in 
Its preliminary report Satur­ 
day that Corder died from a 
stray bullet as Hondo police 
officers attempted to shoot 
out the tires of Ills car to 
•end a 30-mile chase. 
Hondo Police Chief Jerry 
Williamson said the chase 
began when the man came 
through Hondo driving a 


pickup at 90 miles an hour, 
"I was heading east at the 
Dalr)’ Queen when he passed 
my patrol car and I clocked 
him at 90 miles per hour, " 
Williamson said. 
"I made a U turn and 
gave chase, turning on tile 
revolving red light, tlic red ‘ 
spotlight and the clear spot­ 
light. I caught him near 
the Hondo Motel and started 
to pull alongside still cover­ 
ing Ills entire pickup with 
the red spotlight. As I pulled 
almost even lie jerked the 
pickup into my path and 
kept going, " 
Williamson said that from 
there to Sabinal the driver 
tried to run lilm off the road 
two more times. And he es­ 
timated that tile pickup ran 
"at least 26 cars off tile road 
in those 21 m iles." 
Patrolmen Jim Shofner 
and Arnold Guajardo caught 
up with Williamson at the 
Wagon Wlieel near Sabinal 
and with Shoftier driving fell 
in with the cliase. During 
the meantime v.’liliamson 
had called for assistance and 
asked that roadblocks be 
set up. 
The pickup ran the road­ 
block set up in Sabinal and 
turned north, WiUlamson 
said that in attempt to stop 
tile c.hase they "began firing 
at his tires when the road 
was clear, but the pistol bul­ 
lets seemed to bounce off. " 
North of Sabinal W illiam ­ 
son told Shofner for him and 
Guajardo to take the front 
spot and see lf they could 
hit the tires with the rifle In 
their car. Tills was done 
and it apparently was a stray 
shot from tills round of fir­ 
ing that hit Corder in the 
head. 
The rrpm flied by High­ 


way Patrolman 
w. M ink 
said in part; 
" . . . Tile 
City Marshall of Sabinal 
joined In t!ic chase in Sabi­ 
nal and the fleeing vehicle 
tried to wreck Ills police 
car. The Hondo City Police 
were trying to shoot the tire 
on the veliicle. (Tile report 
says they fired approximate­ 
ly 15 times). The last shot 
was fired at tile veliicle ap­ 
proximately IOO yards be­ 
fore the veliicle left tile road. 
Tile vehicle left the road 
uavellng 1000 feet knocking 
down four small trees, seven 
fence posu and approxi­ 
mately 105 feet of fence. 
Ttie veliicle came to rest ap­ 
proximately 55 feet inside 
the fence and 115 feet from 
the edge of the pavement, 
Tile driver of tie vehicle 
had severe head injuries ap­ 
parently from one of the bul­ 
lets fired at the veliicle. 
Both right tires on tile vc Iii- 


cie were flat," 
The man was taken to 
the Uvalde Memorial Hospi­ 
tal by a Rushing-Estes Am­ 
bulance of Sabinal where he 
was pronounced dead. 


Officers said that there 
was no indication tliat Cor­ 
der was drinking and nothing 
was found in the pickup. 
Blood samples were sent to 
Austin for analysis. 


Jackson said he would 
turn all information gained 
from his investigation over 
to the Uvalde County Grand 
Jury which is expected to 
meet this week.
